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EUROPE. 

The Bombay Courier, which came to band yesterday, contains some few 
articles of European Intelligence, under dates of the 28th and 2¥th of May, 
and Ist of June, which though nut of very prominent interest, may be yet 
worth republishing, as extending three days beyond the date of the latest 
English Paper that has reached this settlement. 


To a subseeuent page will be found the Parliamentary proceedings on 
the 26th of May, taken from the Morning Herald of the 27th, which furnish- 
ed us the interesting Debate on the Cession of Parga to the Turke, 


The length of the Orders of Government, and Shipping Intelligence, 
both of which are eagerly looked for by the respective classes whom they 
peculiarly interest, and the delay already suffered by the commanications 
of Correspondents, which have lain several days on our bands, oblige us 
to postpone oor Asiatic notices until to-morrow, when we shall give the result 
of private Letters that we have received vid Bombay from the Persian and 
Arabian Gulpbs. 


The Earopean Intelligence adverted to, to which we have added other 
notices, from the English Papers of May, in our hands, are givea in the 
following paragraphs :— 

London, May 28.—Abstract of the Bill/brought into the House of Com- 
mons by the Attorney General, for preventing the enlistment of British sub- 
jects in the service of Foreign States, without the permission of their own 
Government. 

The first clause repeals the several Acts of the 9th and 29th of Geo. IT. 
and the th Geo. [11. which were passed for a purpose similar to the present, 
but which, from their wording, could not be made applicable to the exist- 
ing case of South America, The second clause enacts, that any person who 
shall enlist, or engage to enlist, inthe service of any foreiga “ Power, 
Priace, State, Potentate, Colony, Province, or part of any Province, or 
People, ot ofany Person or Persons exercising or assuming to exercise the 
Powers of Government, without previous pee oom from his own Sovereign 
or Government, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. (By the above 
recited Acts, sach offence was declared capital.) The penalties of the pre- 
sent law arenot to have a retrospective effect. Offenders may be appre- 
hended by warrant of a Justice of Peace, on information upon oath, and 
either committed for trial, or held to bail. All vessels having persons on 
board engaged in foreign servive, may be detained at the ports from which 
they are about to sail, by any of the principal Officers of his Majesty’s Cus- 
torus, or, if there be none such, by any Governor or persons having the chief 
eivil command of the said ports. The masters of ship, &c. knowingly baving 
on board on persons so enlisted, to be liable to pay a penalty for each in- 
dividual. Persons fitting out armed vessels to aid in military operations as 
aforesaid, without licence, or issuing commissions for ships, upon convic- 
tioa thereof, to be punished by five and imprisonment, or either of them, and 
the vessel, with every thing on board, may be scized, prosecuted and con- 
demaed, in like manner as ships are proceeded agaiast for any breach of the 
revenue or navigation laws. Axsy persons aiding or abetting in any way, 
the employment of vessels of war, for the purposes prohibited by this Act, 
to be liable to fac aud imprisonment, or either, upon conviction thereof. 

We anderstand, thattrong Petitions against this Bill are now prepar- 
ing by commercial bocies in several of the Port Towns, as being likely to 
affect trade to a serious extent. 

May 20.—The wisdom of Parliament. in its determination that the Re- 
somption of Cash Payments, at the Mint price of Bullioa, shall not be pro- 
crastinated beyond the year 1820, is proved by the effect that has taken 
place in the Bullion market. Gold and Silver are already declining in price. 
and both very dull of sale. Tho nominal price of Gold is 86s. and of Dollars 
6s. 2d. per ounce, anid expected to be lower. 

June 1.—It is a close holiday at the Stock Exchange ; bat private bar- 
gains were done at 6633. A communication relative to the Loan is expect- 
ed to-morrow ; for it is anderstood that there is a meeting of the Ministers 
to-day to arrange the Gnancial measures, amount of the Loan, &e. Meanwhile 
the Exchanzes are becoming more favorable to us—At Paris, 24. 70—and 
the French Stock, 664. :

As the Bank are by their Charter obliged to keep up the coinage, the 
above account shows the losses they sustained on the gold coined during the 
above period. 


To advert to preceding times—In 1611 gold became so scarce in Eng- 
land, that for near two years there was not any usual payment made in 
gold ; a proclamation was made to prevent the calling out, melting, or trans- 
porting the weighty gold money. This was owing to the great quantity of 
silver brought into Kurope apon opening the mines of Pera and Mexico, 
For remedying this inconvenience, the gold moricy was raised two shillings 
in the pound by proclamation, the 23d of Nov. The gold by reason of this 
ape price, being brought back, there followed as great a scarcity 
of silver. 


In 1632—There was sach plenty of gold, and such scarcity of silver, 
that those who brought cattle to amithfield would commonly make their bare | 
gains to be paid partly in silver, 

In 1605—Silver being the currency of the country, it had become, b 
clipping, so depreciated, that 5/, was scarcely worth 50s. The nation su 
fered such. The supplies raised to maintain the army aboad, were rendered 
ineffectual by the unequal exchange and exorbitant premiums: a guinea 
was worth 50s. Silver, boaght with clipped money, was 6s, 3d. an ounce of 
silver ; so that the diffe:ence of price did not arise from the greater value of 
the bullion, but the lesser value of the coin, 


The clipped and depreciated silver money, was all called in, and re-

By applying the above statements to the present time, may we not faire 
ly conclude, that gold would soon appear in the circalating medium of these 
— if the two precious metals were brought more upon a par in 
vaiue, 


Money Market.—The effect of the Parliamentary Reports relatin 

Bank of England being to abridge the inordinate profits hitherto waowte 
that Company since a return to Cash Payments, they must create a 
real, to support an artificial capital, bas naturally tended to that violent de- 
pression io the price of their Stock within a few days.—The market for 
Bank Stock differs very much, it should be observed, from that for the 
Funds in general; it is confined to x0 few hands, that sales or purchases 
are always attended with some delay or difficulty; and scarcly ever, if to a 
large extent, fail to prodace a sensible effect. A remarkable instance of the 
suspectibility of the market occurred on the 20th of May, the price was at one 
moment 239; but a Broker who at that time, under the influence of panic 

wanted to sell a very large quantity, was offered 230 only. The market af- 
terwards rose to 241, and again sunk to 237-238.—Before the Restriction 
of 1797 it was at most 140, and the dividend 7 per cent. ; but since then the 
increase of interest and frequent Bonusses have raised the value of Stock 
to nearly 360. Two years ago the Court of Directors gave to the Proprictorg 
one-fourth apon their Stock. Each 1001. Stock was augmented to 125i, 
The capital was thus raised from eleven to fourteen millions, paying ten 
per cent. interest, or |,400,000/. 


Antiquities, —The Albion has taken to England a group, by Canova, in 
Parian marble, of the three graces, which are intended to be placed 
in the ball of Carlion-honse ; also several statues (natural size) of Hebes, 
Bacchantes, Nymphs, aod of the Muses, taken from the most celebrated an- 
tique models, and executed under the cye of Canova, in white marble, which 
are intended to be placed in an elegant Temple of the Muses, recently erect- 
ed in Woburn Park, the seat of his Grace the Duke of Bedford, Some of 
these figures cost his grace 30001. each. The cases containing them were 
not saffered to be opened at the Custom-house, from the danger there would 
be of breaking them ; bat the duty will be paid when fixed on their pedes- 
tals. There has aleo been landed from this ship. a magnificent collection 
of medals and coins, for the British Museum ; anda carious and elegant 
collection of weights and meagares, for Lord Castlereagh, by which we un- 
derstand his Lordship hopes to illustrate a plan which he has had some 
timein ress, to equalize the weights and measures among all civilized 
nations. Warious packages of Alabaster Figarca, Vases, Antiques, Modcia 
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and Groupes, for numerous of the Nobility, Manufactures at the Potteries, 
end Artists, have also been landed, with several Casts from Antique Basso 
Relievos, &e, 


Presbytery.—The Synod of Moray, in Scotland, a meeting of the heads 
of the Church has just confirmed the decision of the Presbytery, that no 
Clergyman shall eugage in any occupation. The Rev. Mr. Robinson, bold- 
ing a Church, was at the same time factor or agent for the Duke of Gordon, 
a lay employment, which he has been forced to relinquish, Let the English 
farming Clergy take the bint. 


Bible Society.—Extract from the speech of the Earl of Harrowby at the 
Jast Anniversary of the British and Porvign Society :— 


“ My Lord, I had another reason for wishing to take an early oppportu- 
nity of addressing myself to your Lordship, a reason which, perbaps, reflects 
some degree of shame apon myself; and it is this, that I have not the happi- 
neas of being one of those who were early engaged in the ranks of this So- 
ciety: whether because I was distracted by many other subjcets, or whatever 
was the cause, such was the fact: aod what was it that first directed My at- 
tention to this subject? It was the sounding of the trampet of alarm. Thoush 
1 bad not sufficiently attended to the progress of the Society, to be mygeif a 
competent jodge of its proceedings. yet it did strike me, as a most singular 
circumstance, that it should be a subject of alarm to that Church which 1 
bad always conceived to glory, that its foundation was the Bible, and its ob- 
ject to spread that sacred Book more extensively; that, that which was a 
Protestant Church, which rested its own defence of separation from the 
Church of Rome, upon the right of private judgment, should hold forth such 
distrust, should bold so much at a distance from itself all those who (whether 
right or wrong) had presumed for themselves to exercise the same right 
which the Church of England had exercised for itself; that it should be 
deemed, if not a stain, yet a detraction from the advantage ond benefit of a 
good work, to partake with them in the pursuit of it? But if there was no- 
thing in argument, was there any thing to be found in the cenduct of this im- 
mense Socieiy, which could justify that alarm by fact? To the argument up- 
oo the subject, I paid every possible attention: & pretend to say, that I, or 
any man, could have read, with deep attention, every publication that has 
appeared upon the subject, would be absurd ; but this I can truly say, that 
J have read, with the best attention in my power, every publication that bas 
materially attracted the notice of the public. I have read every statement 
of facts oo both sides of the question, which were represented to me as worth 
reading ; and the deliberate result of that reading has been, a confirmation 
of the opinion which first struck me, that, so far from any danger existing 
to the Establishment of which l am a Member, the vaion of that Church with 
this Society only adds to its oredit, its diguity, and its usefulness, and there- 
fore cannot but add to ils strength. 


Missionaries.—At the late Wesleyan Missionary Meeting in Birmingham, 
the Rev. R. Newton stated, “that whenever any law had been made in the 
West India Isiands, to cramp the exertions of Missionaries, on its being pre- 
sented to our aged King for royal assent, he always took a pen himself and 
wrote under it, disallowed: and that the same liberal conduct had been pur 
sued by Government towards Missions, evee since our revered Sovercignu’s 
illness. 


Education.—Such is the vast extent of liberal education at this day in 
Great Britain, that no less than one hundred and seven thousand copies were 
sold, in 1818 of Mavor's Spelling- Book ; twenty-three thousand of Goldsmith's 
Grammar of Geography ; seveateen thousand three hundred of Blair’s Univer- 
sal Preceptor ; twelve thousand of Cobbett's Grammar ; and eleven thousand of 
Robinson's Grammar of History :—a biographical fact, which of itself is a 
bundred-and-first wonder, equal to any of the recorded hundred. 


Air Jacket.—Mr. Charles Kendal has made an experiment on the 
Thames of the eficacy of his air jacket, or Life Preserver; which compleiely 
ancceeded. He went fromthe Svouthwarkbridge through London-bridge 
with great ease, and on to the London Docks, in 20 minutes, walking upright 
in the water, he anc his man, all the way.

fendants have been found liable in 700/. damages. 


Scilly Isla nders.—The benevolent intentions of the originators and pro- 
moters of the plan for the permanent relief of the distressed Scilly Islanders 
are likely to be fully realized. The sum requisite for this object was esti- 
mated at 7000/. From the Papers of the 20th of April, it appears, that the 
London subscriptions alone at that date exceeded 46004. exclusively of a 
donation of 10001. then announced in the name of his Majesty, 50l. from 
Prince Leopold, and some smaller contributions, The amount collected in 
Cornwall is nearly 2000/. Subscriptions have also been raised or are rais- 
iog at Bath, Bristol, Norwich, and other places, among which we have now 
to number Dawlish, in Devonshire, where Admiral Schank has warmly ta- 
ken up the cause.—An ‘ Industrious Society,’ under the patronage of the 
Prince Regent, has also been recently formed at Penzance, whose object 
is to employ all those poor widows, infirm and aged women, and distressed 
orphans, whom the fisheries could not relieve. It is now commencing 
operations: the Female Committee are teaching straw plait; widows and 
children are knitting stockings; and a woman from Eseex is gone to Scilly 
with a new spinning wheel, to instruct them in spinnivg, with both hands, 
shoe-thread and fishing-lines. All these goods will be sent te a warehouse 
in Penzance, and disposed of under the managenient of a Committee of 
the Society, who urgently call on respectable and opulent females to fur- 
ther the inatitution by donations, subscriptions, recommendations to their 
friends, aud exertions to find a market for the produce of female labour in 
Scilly. The boat Fly. of 8t. Agnes (one of the Scilly Islands,) the first that 
has heen fitted out with nets, &c. by the generosity of the public, caught 600 
mackere! ou her first trip. This is one of the first-fruits of the public subscrip- 
tion. 

Distress. —A Morning Paper gives the following, under the head “ Hoax * 
bat unfortunately. it was too real, and shews, ina lamentable degree, the dis- 
tresses of the times. The circumstance took place on Friday, the 12th of May. 
* An advertisement had been inserted in the public papers for a Porter to 
a Cheesemonger; and applications directed to be made to Mr. Gaiustord, 
on Ludgate-bill, between the hours of pine and eleven in the forenoon. Ja 
consequence, before eleven o’clock, pot less than from 150 to 200 persons, 
of all ages, sizes, and descriptions, were assembled round the door to op- 
ply for the vacant situation. This assemblage, added to the asual cone 
course of passengers in so public a thoroughfare, rendered Ludgate-bill 
nearly impassable for some time.” The poor creatares would hardly depart 
when informed that Mr. Gainsford was uofortunately gone into the country, 
and that the persons left in charge of bis business had no power to engage 
a porter. 


Continental.— Private Letters received from the Continent, contain 
unfavoureble aceounts of the state of Commerce. Two failures have taken 
place at Stralsund; one at Stetiin, one at Petersburgh, and a fifth at Labee. 
it is further stated, that the most perfect stagnation prevails in every de: 
partment of business, and not a single article could be named for which any 
deman:! existed. 


Very large sales are now making by English Proprietors of French 
Steck, either with a view to rendes the prolace available to the loan, or to 
iake advan‘age of the improvement in the exchanges expected to follow the 
payments is bullion by the Bank, and which alone will constitute a hand- 
some profit. 

The Emperor and Empress of Austria have refused the splendid enter- 
tainmen's offered to them by the Roman Nobility, from an apprehension of 
meeting “ certain persons,” by whom is evidently meant the Bonaparte 
family. .

REGULATIONS FOR THE CLERGY. 


Fari BATHURST presented a Bill to their Lordships the natare of which 
he explained. He said it was a Bill to enable the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
the Archbishop of York and the Bishop of London, to hold special ordina- 
tions, and to authorise other Bishops to do so, on receiving letters empow- 
ering them to act. At present no Archbishop or Bishop could confer holy 
orders, unless the candidate for orders could show that he had obtained 
some cure or benefice in the Charch. The object of this regulation was to 
prevent the Church from being overflowed by too great a number of clergymen, 
who should have no means of procaring a livelihood, Ht was now necessary 
to make some alteration in this law, because it happened that there was 
great demand for clergymen in the Colonies; and those demands could only 
be satisfied by occasional ordinations, with a departure from the rules hi- 
therto observed. Another provision ia this Bill was intended to make some 
regulation respecting those clergymen who, after having received ordinations 
from Roman Catholic Bishops, had renounced the doctrine of the Catholic 
Church, and were by law admitted as clergymen of the Church of England. 
It had been in contemplation to put a stop to this practice altogether; but 
that intention was a oned, because it was conceived adviseable to 
afford persons all sorts of facilities, particularly in Ireland, to abandon 
the errors of popery. It would be necessary, however, to make some regu- 
lations respecting those persons, and for that purpose the Bill provided, that 
clergymen coming over from the Church of Rome to the Church of England, 
should not be allowed to exercise any clerical functions without the autho- 
rity of the Bishops. There were three Bishops who received their conse- 
erations from the Archbishops of this kingdom. viz. the Bishops of Calcutta, 
Canada, and Nova Scotia. These Bishops were in the habit of conferring 
ordinations on persons within their jusisdictions, The Lill should provide, 
that no persons ordained by such Bishops should exercise any clerical func- 
tions in this country, without the authority of the Archbishops, and that 
the three Bishops alluded to, should be ander the same jurisdiction in this 
country. His Lordship then presented the Bill, which was read a first 
time. 

The Marquis of LANSDOWN moved, that there be laid before the 
House, an account of all the capital stock that had been transferred from 
the public fands of Englaud to those of Ireland, in virtue of two Acts of 
Parliament, passed some years ago, authorizing such a measure, Ordered

REFORM IN PARLIAMENT. 


Sir ROBERT WILSON presented a petition, signed by 500 inhabitants 
of the town of Chorley, prayiug. thatthe Eleouive Franchise, whick had 
been so grossly violated by the Burgesses of Pearyo, might be transferred 
to them. The Gallant General accompanied the presentation of the peti- 
tion with some observations on the subject of Parliamentary Reform. He 
declared, that he advoeated the principle of extending the Elective Fran- 
chise to resident house-keepers, aud had so avowed himself in the case of 
the Borough of Barnstaple; and added, that it was necessary that some 
pian of reform should be adopted in order to insure a fail and adequate re- 
presentation of the te in the Commons’ House of Parliament. Until 
such measure should meet with the concurrence of the House, the Gallant 
General protested that he would never give his vote for the imposition of 
avy Aga am or additional burdens o« the people.—The petition was laid 
on the table.

PAROCHIAL SOCIETIES’ BILL.

PRESENTMENT IN IRELAND. 


Mr. CHICHESTER moved for leave to bring in a Bill to provide fora 
more equal assessment of monics levied by presentments in Ireland. lo 
support of his motion, the Hon. Gentleman stated some instances of grea 
inequality io diferent countries with respect to the aesessmeut by the acre 

Mr. C. GRANT said a few words jn support of the Bill. 

Sir JOHN NEWPORT concarred iv the propricty of introducing a 
Bill to regulate the levy of sums of money in Iecland to the amount of 
900,000/. The Hon. Member declared, that nothing could be more unequa 
and oppressive than the mode by which the assessments were at present 
made out, aad the subject was well deserving of Parliamentary investiga 
tion. 

Mr. LESLIE FOSTER anid, that he did not wish to oppose the Bik, 
in the present atage ; but be thought it proper to apprize the House that x 
carry a Bill for the end proposed into effect, it would be necessary to hate 
& new survey of all the acres in Ireland, which, at the rate of only Gd. per- 
acre, would cost the nation 300,000/. He allowed, that such o survey 
might be made at a cheaper rate by employing the Officers of the Ordnance 
Department; but at the lowest valuation, he coutended, that it could not 
be accomplished for }éss than 100,000/, 


Mr. CROKER observed, that the pablic money could not be more pro- 
perly or usefully expended thav in employing our Nava! and Military Off- 
cers to make charts of the coasts of Ireland and Scotland, particulasly the 
western coasts, the maps of which were all deficient. The Hon. Membor 
declared, that such a maritime survey mast, at all events, be andertaken ; 
and as the present Bill, as well as other objects, made an accurate land sar- 
vey of Ireland equally necessary, both might be accomplished together by 
the Ordnance Department at balf the expence which his Hon. Friend (Mr. 
Foster) had siated. 


After a few words from Mr. Vesry Fitzoenaxp to the same purport, 
and an explanation by Mr. Cuicuester, who declared, that he was willing to 
avail himself of the advice of the Hon. Gents. who bad delivered their opi- 
nions on bis motion ; and that he was anxious that a subject so important 
should have the advantages ef the most mature deliberation, leave was 
given to bring in the Bill, 
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CATHOLIC CLAIMS. 

Sir. GERARD NOEL, after some prefatory observations expressive 
of his disinclination to embarrass his Majesty's Ministers under the present 
difficulties of the State, by persisting in his motion, withdrew his Resolu- 
tions founded on the petitions against the Catholic Claims. ‘

NATIONAL DEBT. 

Mr. P. GRENFELL asked whether the charges of the Bank for 
managing the National Debt were to be referred to the Finance Committee ? 
The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER replied, that he had re- 
ferred the matter for the opinion of the Law Officers of the Crown; that he 
had now got that opinion, and that it would be laid before the Committee. 
_ Mr. GRENFELL said, he had asked the question because his deter- 
mination was, in case the Right Hoo. Gentleman intended to take no steps 
in the business, to make bimselfa specific motion oa the subject; and at 
the same time he begged it t© be anderstood, that he did not purpose that 
the investigation should extend to all the balances of the Bank, but only 
that branch of them connected with the charge of the National Debt and the 

examination of which could not occupy more than two days. 


ational Monument of Scotland 








A numerous and respectable Meeting of Noblemen and Gentlemen con- 
nected with Scotland, took piace in the Freemasons’ Tavern, on Saturday 
the 20th of May, to dinner, At aix o’clock the Duke of Athol took the Chair, 
accompanied by the Karls of Glasgow and Northesk ; Lords Saltoun, Bei- 
haven, Forbes, &o. ; Sirs John Sinclair, Macgregor Murray, Majoribank, Sir 
Wa. Nicholson, &c. 


After the usual patriotic toasts, 


The Dake of Athol rose to propose, “ The memory of the brave Sir B. 
Abercrombie, and those iliustrions heroes who at that time and subsequent- 
Jy bad fallen ia defence of the liberties of the country” It was pleasing to 
veflect that Scotemen were distinguished every where by their high-toned 
spirit, inflexible courage and invincible ardour in the cause of liberty, pa- 
triotism, aud humanity. 


The toast was drank ia solema silence. 


The Dake of ATHOL said, that the Meeting were alrendy so well 
aware of the important object for which they were this evening convened, 
that there was no necessity for his saying anything. Atthe same time be 
eould not help observing, that it was impossible to review the awfal conflict 
which had just termiaated, without admiring that ardour which glowed in 
the breasts of the hardy sons of Caledonia, and which led them on to such 
deeds of valour. In the boar of battle they recollected the energica and he- 
roiem of their ancestors, they remembered the land which gave them birth, 
and the sacred pledges which they had there left, and with a determination 
te conquer or die they met the enemy. Victory succeeded victory by sea 
and land, and in all these, Scotemen proved to the world, that the spirit which 
animated the fathers, still lived in their sons (applause). To erect this mo- 
numont was therefore the duty of all who loved their country, who venera- 
ted its institations, its religion and ite.bie high moral characier. For biu- 
self, as a Caledonian he was an enthusiast in the cause, desirous that first 
of all it should be erected asa temple of gratitude to the Almighty Dispo- 
ger of events, in which the humble worshipper might offer up his tribute of 
thanksgiving, and in which also the spectator might ace recorded, the names 
and deeds of the fallen brave. Our children’s children would in fature ages 
Jook with pride on this edifice, and point it out as asplendid proof, that 
Scotemen were generous as well as brave (applause), To be a Scotsman, 
and not feel ardour in the cause, was impossible.—Generations yet unborn 
would read the history of the present period, and with gladness sce the 
martial, generous, and manly spirit of the age. Happily for society, the 
hour of peace had arrived, and the plains no longer resounded with the 
clashing of arma, yet it was doubtful to say when sach a state might ter- 
mivate. To be therefore prepared was a sacred duty, and this could not be 
better aecomplished than by cherishing and keeping up the spirit aod hero- 
fem of our youth. Tit, the proposed Monament would succeed he had no 
doubt, from the liberal sam already subscribed. He bhd high expectations 
of what their Kastern friends would do under the auspices of the enlightened 
Govervor General, and also from the numerous Colonies of the Empire.

Mr. LINNING having been called upon to report the proceedings and 
general Amount of the Subscription after come preliniessy detail, stated, 
that the Subscription following upon the General Meeting of Noblemen 
and Gentlemen at Edinborgh, originally amounted to betwoon Six and Se- 
Yeo, and was now Ten Thousand Pounds ; that application bad since been 


made in terms of the Refolations of thé committee to the several Counties 
and Towns of Scotland, through the intermediacy of the Lords Lieutenants 
and Chief Magistrates ; that application had also been made to the Gover- 
nor General of India, and to the Governorsof the Presidencies of Madras and 
Bombay—to the Governors of Canada, Nova Scotia, Jamaica, the West In- 
dia Islands, the Cape of Good Hope, Gibraltar, Malta, the Tonian Islands, 
Ceylon, Prince of Wales Island, the Mauritius, and to the Naval comman- 
ders in Chief on these stations, with earnest requests to promote subscripti- 
ons and contributions, as much as lay in their powtr, and under assur- 
rances of support and success; and that an appeal was now made to 
Scotemen in London—an appeal which the committee in Scotland were 
confident would not be made in vain; that without'at all indulging in 
sanguine anticipations, the realization of Twenty, in addition to the 
Ten Thousand Pounds already obtained, might be calculated upon from 
all the sources that have been mentioned; so that the Friends and 
Promoters of the measure have the heartfelt satisfaction of considering 
Scotland as ultimately secure of her Monument. But he with deference, 
submited (and he was glad he had now the honour of addressing Noble 
Peers and Honourable Members of both Houses of Parliament,) that 
this great magnanimous manifestation of Scottish piety, gratitude, and af- 
fection, ought altimately to be met by Parliament with a corresponding and 
responsive feeling and action, for most assuredly Scotland would have a 
strong claim in equity to a portion of public aid, both in consideration of her 
population. and of the extent to which she contributes to the support of the 
empire. The Land Reat of England was said to be about 40, and of Scot- 
land, 5 millions sterling ;—the populationof the former is 10, and of the lat- 
ter two milions of souls. Of the sam destined for the National Monument 
to be erected in this Metropolis, which comparatively speaking, is seen and 
visited by a very small proportion only of the Scotch nation, and of the mil- 
lion destined for supplying the deficiency and increasing the number of pla~ 
ces of pablic worship in England, Scotland contributes in the ratio of her ren- 
tal one-eighth, and of her populationtwo-tenths ofthe eum to be taken out of 
the public Treasury for the above parposes. Upon two-fold grounds, therefore, 
and upon every principle of justice, reciprocity, and expediency, Scot- 
land must eventaally bave an irresistible claim upon the Imperial Parlia- 
ment for aid and co-operation in the meritorious and laudable exertions 
she wiil thus have made to obtain a Monumental Edifice, worthy of her- 
self—of her Religion—of the gallant Officers and Men who bied and fell in 
their Country’s cause—of the Achievements meant to be commemorated, 
and of her ancient Metropolis, which in point of splendour and magnifi- 
cence, of science and literature, bids fair to rival the capital of Ancient 
Attico, and has been flatteringly denominated the Modern Athens. Mr. L. 
apologised for having so long intruded upon and interrupted the festivities 
of the day ; but before sitting down, he could not help congratolating the 
Meeting on the appointment of their Secretary in London, Mr. Archibald 
Campbell, of Suffolk-Street, a gentleman whose integrity, ability, and 
acknowledged activity and dispatch in business, eminently qualified him 
for the discharge of that pablic and patriotic duty.

I derived considerable gratification from perusing the Speech of 
Mr. Canning. with which he prefaces kis motioa to a Vote of Thanks to the 
Marquis of Hastings and our Indian Army, for their gallant conduct during 
the late campaign, io which they rendered such splendid services to their 
country, and maintained the glory of the British Arms, and ja which a for- 
tunate few, achieved deets of heroism which the page of history will de- 
light to reeord for the admiration of distant posterity, and by which their 
names will be used as an incentive to noble and virtuous enterprise. 


I must confess, however, that the pleasure I received from perasing 
tha Speech, was wingled with feelings of the keenest regret ata circam- 
stance to which it is the object of my preseat communication to draw the

It is a rale, I believe, not-to introduce the names of Officers in a Vote 
of Thanks, uoless they be of the rank of Major General, notwithstand- 
ing their conduct may be worthy of being held up as an example to the 
whole world. In the late Vote, however, Lord Liverpool, in the House of 
Lords, stated it to be his intention to depart from this rule, on the principle 
thatin our Indian Armies, Officers of inferior rank to that of Major Gene- 
rel are frequently entrusted with commands of the greatest importance anid 
reeponsibility ; and on that account he meant to deviate from the establish- 
cd usage; and to introduce the names of Officers in command of large For- 
ces, whose conduct and services entitled them to that high distinction. Ac- 
cordingly, we are gratified in obsetving the names of Colonels Munro, Mal- 
colm, Swith, and Pritgler, recorded in the Vote of Thauks, and justly beld 
forth to the admiration of their contemporaries and of posterity. 


Yo claiming the like honorable distinction for Colonel Adams, I mean 
not to detract from the merit of those who have beon so fortumate as to ob- 
tain it; bat simply to shew, that if the ancient asage of Parliament was de- 
parted from, on the -priociple assumed by Lord Liverpool, no Offieer in India 
had a better right to claim ite application to bimself than Colone) Adams. 


In the firet place he had, in common with those gallant Officers whose 
mames are recorded in the vote, th: honor to command a Division of the 
Army of the Dukbin, consisting of at least thirteen thousand fighting men. 


In the second place, Colonel Adams had the good fortune to bestow on 
the Pindarries the must signal chastisement they received doring the cam 
poign; in which they lost more than one thousand mea killed, and which 
caused such a panic among them, that they never again assembled in any 
number, aud the iew who did get together were pursued by him with such 
uawearied and spirited pers¢verance, that, as he was on the point of over- 
taking thenl, they separated and fied ia very amall parties to the hills, near 
Bhopau!, and from their lurking places sent to assure bim of their uncondi 
tional submission, and prayiug that their lives might be spared, entreated 
permission to yield themscives up to the mercy of our Government. This 
was grapted, and in conseqaence, several Sirdas surrendered with as many 
of their followers as bis active pursuit had lefi tv ehare their disastrous for- 
tuoes,

défence of the Residency, against the whole Force of the Berar Rajah

The disproportion 
of numbers was more tban equal, the bravery of the assailants not to be 
compared, and their advantage in Artillery overwhelming. J appeal to all 
your readers, whether the conduct of Captain Fitzgerald and bis bandfa! 
of men did wot electrify them with a feeling of proud admiration beyond 
any thing they ever experienced in their lives, when they figured to them- 
selves an immense multitude, led oa by daring and blood-thirsty Arabs, sap- 
ported by a numerous and well-direeted Ariiliery, surrounding a few brave 
mev, gradually closing in upon them, and leaving scarcely a hope of escape 
tu the most sanguine. Their fears were relieved ; and the noble condect aud 
hervic valour of Captain Fitegerald, his officers, and bandful of men, changed 


dospaic into joy, aad dread of destruction into rejoicings for a complete vis-. 


tory over the host of remorseless assailants from whose attack none hoped 
to escape immediate death. How enviable must have been the feelings of 
Captain Fitzgeraid and his companions, io be hailed on their retucn from the

For it is genera'iy known, and acknowledged by a correspondent in 
your Journal lately * that the defeat ef Bajee Rao, by Colonel Adams on the 
17th of April, was the cause of his abandoning further resistance ag fraitless— 
and iaduced him to offer terms of submission, very shortly sfter, to Sir Joha 
Malco!m.—Such also, I have reason to believe, is the opinion of the highest 
authority in Lodia.

though it appeared that he had been within a few miles of them the day 
befure ;— aad yet the Officer at the head of that Force hae justly obtained the 
character of aa excellent Commander. 


Afier baviug perfo: med the arduous services which I have enumerated, 
Colonel Adams invested the Fortress of Chanda; and though possessed of 
Artillery, which was dcemed by many as inadequate to the task, 1 need 
vnly refer to the orders of the Most Noble the Commander in Chief, to place. 
his exertions there in a proper point of view; and which, itis bardly ne 
cessary to mention, deserved and obtained the most brilliant success, It 
may not be amiss bere io mention, that Colonel Adams at one time com- 
manded nearly TWENTY THOUSAND FIGHTING MEN, Which certainly brought 
bim within the bearings of the principle adopted by Lord Liverpool: 

In conclusion, 1 have only to mention, that Colonel Adams is an olde® 
Officer than some of those who obtained the Thanks of Parliament —and had 
be belonged to either of the Sister Presidencies, he would now bave becna

Ji is perbaps too late to have the omission of Culonel Adams’s name in 
the Vote of Thanks remedied ; but when it is known, thatin consequence of 
that omission, a great portion of the Army, which ach‘eved the brilliant ser- 
vices that are so honorably acknowledged, are deprived with him, of that 
meed of praise which is dearest to @ Soldior’s breast, and to which their

But sull’ more singular it is to remark, that while the avthor o 
i observations should go so far as to admit these facts, both prove fine 
‘ice to be capable of retaining its natural temperature ufinfluenced by ex- 
ternal causes, which produce in Ouse riee.an incipient state of death, denot- 

d by a degree of fermentation or patsefaction, he should still besisate io al- 
lowing this circumstance to have any tendency to iupport the cause of Mor- 

us Uryzeus, against which he says, hehasalsomany objections. Yet, after 
ubis declaration, he concludes the paragraph, with what consistency your 
readers will judge, by stating that rice may.be rendered bad from different 
causes, and recommending an inspector of this article to be stationed in 
the bazars, in the same manner as inspectors of\piushrepms are placed 
(and a very proper fegulation it is) in the markets of Paris. 


Permit me, through the medium of the Calcutta Journal, to inquire the 
ireason of the Editor ot the Times, being #0 chary ta the employment of those 
lexpressions, that naturally must flow from bis statement, regarding the un- 
doubted support it affords to the uowholesomeness of Ouse rice, and the fact 
of this kind of grain being fuliy competent to the production of severe in-: 
fiammation io the siumach and bowels? If, after the facts detailed in his 
jown Paper, tho Editor couceives the coarse rice to be wholesome ; and it

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use innocent, wherefore not give expression to his sentiments in distinct 
and intelligible Janguage? And if, on the other hand, be believes a mass of 
vegetable patrefactfon or fermentation to be completely equal, (as indeed 
it must be) to the generation of fatal disease, what justifiable reason can 
be arged for not saying so at once ;—and thus, by relieving the public from 
apxiety, caution his friends, and the members of the commanity in gene- 
sal, against the employment of disgusting grain in a state of actaal putri- 
dity, which he describes, and proves with acientific ability this rice to be. 


His chief objection + the existence of Oryzeus Morbus, is drawn 
from the fact of servants, horses, fowls, &o., having been fed with some oi 
this grain, during the year 1814, without any noxious effects, having been 
observed to follow its use. But if I understand correctly the contents of the 
several Letters, which have appeared in the news-papers, imputing the pre- 
valence of the present distemper to the employment of bad rice ;—it ia the 
rice which was gathered im 1617, that is denounced as deleterious, and not 
the crops of 1814, which have never been attended to. The year 1814, was 
not remarkable for peculiarities of season; the harvests were therefore ua- 
injared, and no disease made its appearance. But the year 1817, as we 
must all remember, particularly the Indigo-planters, who suffered severely 
was distinguished from all other years, by the immense quantity of rain tha 
fell from January to the end of October. The crops of that year were i: 
consequence ruined, and the immediate result was a dreadful pestilence, 
commencing with the cutting of the harvest, which has continued to rag: 
ever since. The preceding year, 18'6, was equally remarkable for the un- 
usual abandance of rain that fellin Great Britain; it is an ascertained fact, 
that from this cause the crops of that year did not ripen properly in many 
parts of oar mative country, and hence can we doubt the origin of the 7y 
plus Fever, ascribable entirely to the employment of unwholesome food, 
that has prevailed with destructive fary in many paris of the United 
Kingdom. 

The grain employed at Chandernagore, 18'4. I conclude to have been 
wetted with river water, because ii was purchased from a boat that had 
been wrecked. It might therefore naturally be concluded, that grain in this 
state would ferment, if left unexposed to the sun. and collecied in close 
jars or bags. Bot the rice, mentioned in the late number of the 7imes, fer- 
monted spontaneously, and this to great extent; for the heatof 14 degrees above 
the atmospheric temperatore, it cannot be denied, denotes considerable ac- 
tivity of chemical action. Dampness will not in this instance account fur 
the process which spontaneously occurred, because the fine rice exposed to 
the agency of the same atmosphere remained unaffected, We are thur 
brought to the inference, that the riee which anderwent the action of sponta- 
neous fermentation in 1819, is an essentially different kind of grain, and pos- 
acesing chemical qualities totally opposite to those belonging to the seed 
that in 1814 wan driven into this stage of vegetable decomposition by the 
direct application of external moisture. 


Now, Sir, let me put the question to the good sense of every one of 
your Readers, whether ice andergoing spontancous fermentation, in the 
manner described in the Zimes, ought to be considered wholesome, or deem- 
ec fit food for the homan apecies? Ought not sach vile trash rather to be 
condemned by the Police, as an abominable poison, wholly incapable of 
affording sustenance, and expelled from the markeis in the same manner 
that rotten beef, putrid fish, &e. are prohibited. How dread{ul mast be the 
effects when grain of this deleterious kind is delivered to European Soldiers. 
who, agreeable to discipline, setting aside their own ignorance of the mat- 
ter, are obliged to eat whatever is delivered to them as food, by the Com- 
missnriat? I shadder to contemplate such a picture. Letevery member 
of society pause over such facts. Let him reflect, that it has been shewn 
by many proofs that there is_a noxious kind of rice selling in the bazare: 
Jet him also reflect that an opinion ascribing the presence of the extended 
pestilence to the use of this deleterious food; bas been assiduously opposed 
particularly ky Medical Men, and that their exertions have, during this con 
tinued opposition, proved.perfectly inadequate to subdue the ravages of the 
calamity. The obvious conclusion is irresistible; namely, that this Opinion 
has been opposed, but not confuted, and defamed os chimerical, in orier to 
oppose support to the ofd system, without due attention having been paid to 
the circumstances accompanying the facts ander which the disease has ap- 
peared, and that this system, which bas been put in force in India to the 
fullest possible extent, has been proved by the untimely death of millions of 
human beings, to be unequal to afford relief to mankind in the event of the 
[np lee of a general pestilence, aud we therefore may justly conclude 
3 equally useclcas in individual instances of disease.

CIVIL DEPARTMENT. ' 
It is with feelings of much gratification that His Excelleney the Governor is 
at length enabled to announce, thus pablicly, that a safe eapacious harbour has 
been discovered, and now accurately described, situated to the N. E. of Newcas- 
tle, from whence it is distant about 140 miles, and consequently abeut 220 miles in 
the same direc tion from Port Jackson, 


This harbors, which was discovered by J. Oxley, Esq. Surveyor-General, on 
his reaching the coast last year from his tour of discovery in the imterior, then 
obtained from bim the name of Port Macquarie; and although, owing to his not 
having any boat or vessel a: that time, he could not then ascertain the soundings 
aud practicability of the entrance into this harbour, yet the general appearances 
were sufficiently favorable to induce him to form the opinion that it would prove 


safe ; and from the circnmstances of the surrounding country being well watered . 


and fertile, aud the large cives Hastings discharging itself inte the sea there, be 




















to enable him to make the necessary survey of the entranceand barbour to Port 
Macquarie. 


The result of this survey having been as satisfactory as could have been ox- 


pected, His Excellency is pleased te give publicity to Mr. Oxley’s own clear and 


circumstantial report on this valaable acquisition; and His Excelleney desires to 


express his full antf entire approbation of Mr. Oxley’s intelligent, zealous, and 


indefatigable exertions op this arduous occasion, which evince an earnest and well 
directed desive to promotesthe public service, and to advance the interests of the 
ve ony. 

His Excellency is also happy to add the expression of his approbation of the 
liberal and judicious assistance rendered to Mr. Oxley by Lientenant King, Com-

By Hie Exceileacy’s Command, 
J. T. CAMPBELL, Secretary. 


Sir, Sydney, 12th June, 1819. 
Ia obedience to Your Excellency’s commands, to proceed in the Lady 
Nelson, for the purpose of examining the entrance into Port Macquarie, and how 
far it would be practicable and safe for vessels of a certain description to enter its 
beg leave to report to Your Excellency, that I arrived off the entrance of 
the harbour, on the 11th May, in company with His Majesty's Cutter Mermaid, 
commanded by Lieutenant King, who expressed his intention to forward, by the 
superior means possessed by his vessel, the views of Your Excellency, relative to 
the harbour, 
tsoth vessels anchored off the bar, and the day was spent in sounding the bar. 
and channel, when we had :the pleasare to find that we could enter with safety. 
\ccordingly, the next morning they were warped into the harbour, and moored 
slong side a natural wharf on the south side of the port, 


‘The examination of the harbour and river falling therein, occapied us until 
the 2ist, when having completed the service directed by Your Excelleacy, both 
vessels quitted the port with perfect ease; the Mermaid pursuing her course to 
thenorthward, on her alterior destination. 

Port Macquarie is situated in latitude 31° 95’ 45” South, and io longitude 152° 
55° 54” Bast. IJtisa bar harbour, on which however there is at low water sprisg 
vies at least 9 feet ; the tide rising from 8 to 4 feet. The channel is perfectly 
straight, and the tides set fine, so that no danger is to be apprehended from their 
operation, The chief danger to be avoided on entering, is a sunken rock on the 
south side, having about $ feet on it at low water; and it will be necessary, should 
tne bar be settied, that this danger should be buoyed. The bar extends about 
20 yards ; the bottom a soft sand, when the water deepens to 24 fathoms, and ale 
neal to 3 fathoms, whem secure anchorage will bo found inside the Beacon 
Rock. 

When vessels arrive off the bar, shonid the wind or tide be adverse to entering 
the port, good anchorage will be found in from § to 8 fathoms outside the bar, Tack 
ing Point being shu¢ in by Peaked Hill Point, when the winds are from the south 
round by the west to worth, the bottom a clear sand. ; : 

The winds from N. E. aud 5. E. if blowing strong, cause the water to break a 
cross; but as those winds are fair for entering, no dangers is to be apprehended to 
vessels whose draft of water *lecs not exceed 9 or 10 feet, Should, however, cir- 
cumstances reader it imprudent or impracticable to enter, the coast may be cleared 
on either rack, the indenture of the coast line not being such as to cause it ever, 
to be dangerous lee shore. 

The port shouid be entered at or near high water, when, unless it blows very 
hard, it seidem breaks on the bar. The tide «f ebb rons with great rapidity, some- 
thnes nearly four miies per hour, owing to the great quantity of fresh water in the 
Hastings (aver, avd the narrowness of the channel. ‘The fluod-tide sekiom exceeds 
A} miles per hour, ‘The tides are, however, very irregular in their operation, being 
considerably influenced by local circumstances. The port is perfectly capable to 
reeeive vessels of the class usually employed os the coasts of this territory, and, as 
in my opinion, far better and safer than considerable bar harbours in Europe; 
and which are mach frequeated by vessels adapted to their navigation. 


Within the port water deepens to 5 and 6 fathoms, which depih continues for 
nearly 10 miles, which the rapids of ‘the river render it tmpracticable for craft 
drawing more than 6 or 8 feet ; which depth continues for 6 or 8 miles further, 
when the fall commence ¢ it may, however, when the river is ordivarily full, be for 
navigable boats some little distance farther. 


My Report to Your Excellency of the proceedings of the expedition of disco- 
very, on its retarn in October 1818, will have pot Your Excellency in possession of 
the nature and description of country watered by the river Hastings from its 
source, entil it falls into the sea at port Macquarie. To that report L respectfully 
beg torefer Yoor Exceilency, as my opportanities of examining the country at 
that period were o? course so much mere extensive. Tothe production of the 
country as then reported, may now be added great quatitities of rose wood, the 
flooded gam, and coal. Flint was before noticed laying in large masses on the 
beach. The coal as appears to me, may be worked withoat, difficulty, as I think 
that a stratam of it pervades the whole of the south side of thé harbotr, which stra. 
tum is again seen southerly as far as Camden Haven, ~ ; 

Ihevewith respectfully sabmit to Your Excellency a plan of ihe entrance into 
the port, with a sketch of part of Haatings’ river, aod for which 1am principally 
indebted to the assistance rendered me on all occasions by Lieutenant King, whom. 
Lam happy in reporting to Your Excellency fully coincides with me, as to the ad- 
vantages that may be expected te result from the knowledge that the port hax a 
navigable and safe entrance, thereby affording a communication with’ the tise 
coustry oa both banks of Hastings’ river.
